Upon the first of these sabieeta we 
hermritb prodooe Mr. 8earcgr*> Tiews, 
ressrviag hia seeoad paper far oar next 
issue. It be remarked that there 
Is no man in the county more compet 
ent than Mr. Searcy, to discuss these 
important 8ul>j<'ct8, hia fltueBs and 
capacity having been repeatedly recog- 
nised by hia aelection to read papers 
belbra tbe Ktate Indnairial OooTenUon 
at IjonisYille. Mr. Searcy was restrict- 
ed to two hundred words and hence be 
does not attempt to treat the anbjeela 
exhsustiraly. On tha fait lopie he 
writes: 

"la tbe better portion of Madiaon 
conntr, where the Mae graaa^ hemp, 
etc. floartebeat tlie aAitee are too bnsr

Since the memory ul the "oldest in- 
habitant" tl>ere bare been three or 
four atone-ware maaafaetoriea and two 
good flouring mi 11a located at Waco 
Recenilr there has lieeu erected near 
the aame place, on tlir> railroad, n large 
drain-tile aud brick plant, and the de- 
ina nil for the pr.MluclMsre very gnnd, 
disposing of all tbey can make. There 
ia room far Waay more tearafactorifs 
of this vast clay deposit. A modern 
pottery would reap a rich harvest.

Each supposed tbe other desd. the 
long night of sllenes snd separation 
bavii^ stifled tbe last ray of hope of 
their meeting this side tbe grsve. 

Mrs. Thus. P. Dudley, of Wai-o, this 
county, was. previous to her marriage, 
a Miss Gentry, her father being Dr. 
Gentry, long since decease<L At the 
ont hw a k of the civil war ia '61. the 
family was hrokan ap. the three sons, 
Pisvitts, Xnpoleon snd Dr. Gentry, Jr., 
taking np arms for the South. There 
and then ceased all knowledge of the 
whereabonts ol the three hrothers 
Her parenta died and Mias Geutrjr was 
united Bssrriags to Mr. T. P. Dudley, of 
this soan^, brother of tbe <Ustingnish- 
ed aad beloved Pnsidcnt of <3eorge- 
towii College. Dr. B^. Dndlsir. do- 
ceased. 

About one year agn Mra Dudley saw 
in (he Ck>nrier Jounud, sii sniiounce- 
ment tbat aa oM Coafsdsrsto soldier 
in aSontbem Ststa, bsd in his possss- 

sion a volume of Shakespeare that be 

had taken off the corpse of a comrade 
who fell in the battle of Missionary 
Ridge, and on the fly leaf was the si;.'- 
nature, "Dr. Gentry." Mrs. Dudley at 
onee wrote to the gentleman for tbe 
book, but (he hitter demanded soire 
proof of her identity as the sister of the 
ilea 1 soldier, whereuiion she sent a 
tailed letter receivcl before the war 
fmiii her Holiiier hrot her. The copy of 
Shakespeare was immediately forwarded 
to her, and tha peeeioos book, hallowed 
by tbe toncb of htf betoved dead, is in 
possession of tbe Dudley family st 
Waco. 

Thus the first link in the chain of 
youth an 1 homo and loved ones, shat- 
tered l>y war, was discovered, although 
instead of being the long lost compan- 
ion and brother In person,bnoysnt with 
life, the link was only tsded leaves. 

The seconJ snd iiiost interesting 
chapter ill thin rudely told narrative 
0|>eiied t«i> W eeks ai;o in the Kepuhlic 
of Mexico. Mrs. Dudley is tliere vifit- 
ing two of her sons, Msssto. R. M. and 
James, who aro engaged ia railroad 
bnildiag. While dining with her sons, 
and relating the pathetic story above, a 
waitei brought iu s can of oyoters and 
placed it near Mrs. DiiUey. On the 
label were the trademark and the 
name, "Flavins Gentry." With a cry 
tlie mother poiated to (lie bOiel and 
would have swooned away ha 1 not the 
sons c.iught her as s!ie sank backward 
in her chair. When Mrs. liiidlev had 
sutlicieutly recovere<I she explained tbat 
tiie name on the lattel was the ssme aa 
that of anutber longJost brother, whom 
ahe had given np as dead. Her suns at 
once wrote to the faicforv. somewhere on 
the coast of ti e .Mexic Gulf, and a 
speedy reply was received th.it he, 
Flavius Genlry, was the ^ar.ic hrotber 
who bad left Ida old Kentucky iiome 
in the early 'liO's. followed the Bonny 
Blue Flag, and drifted toward the sea. 
Hero be had parsed thirty yeera of his 
life in tbe firm belief that all his people 
Wsn dead, lie wa' overjoyed to know 
that (bo little sister whom lie had 
kissed a farewell tiiat bad seemed as 
long as etrrniiy itself, WSS alive and 
well, and urgently invited her to visit 
him. This Mrs. Dudley resolved to do, 
and (TO iliif, doubtless, the two have 
met and held a joyfu'i reunion. 

Who would not like to gazt- fur a 
moment upon such a scene, and feel 
tbe Mstasy of pain and delight that 
must have iMen tlie portion of the long 
separated brother aad riMsr. who in tlie 
tw^iligbt of life are spared ssch to he- 
hold a face that absence nor se|>aration 
had effaced from memory ? Oft per- 
haps during the cruel war thia stants 
bnrued its letter* qfen thsir tovlag 
yooNg besrto: 

*^ lasnory. tbon Kncsring munnurer 
ill life's broken shell. 

Die thou, since all else is dead I 
loved so well."

I we liHil worn our heavy hinn from Fort 

I Crook, in the United »at<« 

I lu the few days we were in Malaia 

j barracks we bad a chance to see Manila. 
Of courho, we niilfereij from the intense 

I heat, as tbe eban^e was very great to 
us eoiiiiiin from I'ol t ( i ' -ol; , only a 
niotiCli liefiire, where ibere were four 
feet of Know and the thermoiuoter stood 
10 and 12 below zero! On ib« IStb of 
Mareb we bad oar first eaus g eiaent at 
Patelaa We were s part of Gen. Wbest- 
on's brigade and the advance was made 
Iruif Sail I'edro Martha churcli. Here 
we bad Honie pretty hard fightinK, as 
tbe enemy was stroniily eatrencheti at 
this point and nave as stubborn resist- 
aaoa. Otir loss was Tory hsavy, as we 
had to advance across an open field in 
the face of a terrific fire. We drove 
them for several miles and livouaeed 
for tbe night OD the blulfa overlooking; 
tbe Pasig river. Here we stayed, hav- 
iofi an occcasional skirmish witb tfao ene- 
ray.bnt no general engaiieinent.aatil tbe 
UMNraing of the 18th, when the 2nd bat- 
talion of the 32iid was sent oat to acont 
tlie I'asi),' ValU y. Here we were led in- 
to a trap and were cnuipletely surrouud- 
e<l, hut we held the eneiiiieti 00*88 long 
ss we iiad any ammaniiion. Oar loos 
ou this day wss very Iwavy. Uj oom- 
pany alone had two killed and 11 
wonnded, among tlie latter was our 
eaplain, I'rank JoiieH. 

After this we Untk part in the biitlle 
of l-a I.oma, (.'allocan, I'olo Hill, Mal- 
labou and Manila. It was at Ibia place 
that oar Ooloael Egbert, of Kentacky, 
was killed while leading Ibe S2nd in a 
cbarice SKsinst the old stone fort on 
the top nf .M.tlli'.ta lull. 

We were hI.so with Ltwlim in bis 
march amiiiit the ingur)(eut capital, 
.Malalas. hot we met With very little 
resislancs on this trip. Dor hist cam- 
paign was witb Oeii. Lawton when he 
made his faoions march across the 
luountHiii of .Aiigot and eanie in tbe rear 
of tbe rebel sti oiijjiiold, Haliina^;, and 
took tbeiii by gnrpri.se. We came 
across a place that the loot of man l»ad 
never trud. We had a liUle sku-oaisfa 
here but it did not amoant t'> iniieb as 
th<« enemy was taken so completely by 

; surprise tliat they did not take tbe time 
Ul lire many sbota at ua. 

We have been here at this town 
Caadaha for over two montlis, as the 
rainy season haa made campaigning 
impossible aroand hers, but last week 
there was a general advance made 
from .Saiifunando, North, and I think 
it IS llie intenlion lo take tbe rest of 
the railroad, North of Sanfuiiann. Tliere 
has lieeu mjlne hard fighting there hut 
it takes so long for news to resch us here 
I am not sble tu give the particulars of 
the fight, but oar troops have made 
some great advances with riry small 
loss. 

I bi- health of the reyiriieiit has been 
very nixid up to the last illouth. Since 
we have been here there is oonsider- 
sbis siekneas, owing lo Uie fact ibat we 
are sarroanded by a veiy foal swauip. 
There is considerable sore feet a.'iiont; 
the Imivh, (au.seil by having tu wade 
barefooted in the foul niu 1 and water. 

I i>ee in some papers ttiat have reached 
me from the States, letters from soldiers 
hers, mostly ToiiuitSefB«diacribiag aome 
of tbe battles ther were engaged {n#nd 
tellingabont shfx>tinK down prisoners 
and shellini; towns where there are wo- 
men and ebildren. This is false :is 
can lie, and is only tlie cbstteriug of a 
lot of yoong idiols who are seeking to 
gain newspsper notoriety at the ex- 
pense of poisoiiing the minds of theeood 
people at home. We hav bei ii rarrv- 
ing on a linmane warfare, and at no 
time baa be»!n anv cnielty to the natives 
hy American soldiers. Of course, war- 
fare is erael to both sides, but aa Amer- 
ican soldier never mistreats • fallen 
enemy. 

We soldiers of conrso wonM rall.er 
be hai k ill our confortaUIe l'.:rr«eks in 
tbe SiHtep than here sleepinu in swami* 
an;l iiiarchioK all day in the hiisterint; 
SQU. Bnt duty t«ils us hero to put 
down tbe enemy of oar ooankry and 
here we stay aniil oar eunntry sees fit 
to recall ns.
